Petrograd, Friday, Oct. 19.—The 


Russian ministry of marine has is- 
sued the following detailed state- 
ment regarding the naval battle in 
the Gulf of Riga: 


"Tuesday night an enemy squard- 


ron of 20 ships penetrated the Gulf 
of Riga and at 9 o'clock the next 
morning was discovered making its 
way through the channels south of 
Moon Sound. The squadron includ- 
ed two battleships of the Koenig 
type 
Our detachments, under Ad- 


miral Bakhireff, who hoisted his flag 
on the cruiser Bayan, accompanied by 
the battleships Grjdanin and Slava, 
steamed from the eastern part of 
Moon island to engage the enemy, 
preceded 
by torpedo-boat patrols 


which withdrew before the enemy. 


"At 9:30 o'clock the enemy open- 


'ed fire on our torpedo boats and our 
detachment, issuing frsm the chan- 
nel, took up formation in a radius 
between the Werden and Wetland 
lighthouse, near Moon island. While 
approaching the enemy the cruiser 
Bayan was attacked unsuccessfully 
by a hostile submarine. 


"At 10:30 o'clock our detachments 
engage^ t6^:«nefny'squadron. The 
fire of the hostile dreadnaughts was 
directed from a distance after be- 
yond the range of our old type ves- 
sels. 
At noon in view of the 


enemy's superiority and the appear- 
ance of new enemy warships, Ad- 
miral Bakhireff ordered the detach- 
ment to retire in the interior of 
Moon Sound. Our ships then turned

The first of the airplanes—five of

campus. The trip was made to Col- 
umbus in 55 minutes and 
without 


serious accident. Lieut. Paul Golds- 
borough, who commanded t'ie first 
squadron, ran short 
of 
gasoline 


while flying over this citv but was 
fcble to volplane to a safe landing at 
the university field. 
The second squadron reached Co- 


lumbus about 
9:30, dropped the 


paper bombs on the statehouse and 
business section, and also made per- 
fect landings. 


Business practically suspended in 


the capital, and hundreds of persons 
crowded the roofs of office buildings 
and lined the streets watching the 
fleet of airplanes. Everybody's face 
was turned upward most of the day. 


At Ohio State University, 
where 


the planes landed, the visiting avia- 
tors were warmly greeted by the 300 
army aviation students, who are re- 
ceiving their theoretical instruction 
at the

HISTORIC INTEREST 


IN CAMP HOME USED 


AS HEADQUARTERS 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Camp Sherman, Chillicothe, Ohio, 


Oct. 20.—Headquarters of the Ohio 
selective draft 
army 
were 
being 


moved today into a building that 
was a landmark and a structure of 
military use in the war of 1812 and 
in the Civil war. 
Major General 


Glenn has established himself in the 
quaint old place and his staff will 
move in next week. 
The old home- 


stead will be the permanent seat of 
of authority in Camp Sherman, as 
it was a century ago and in the war 
of the rebellion. 


Until now, General Glenn and his 


staff have been in a farm house on 
Columbus avenue near the center of 
the cantonment. This building, near 
the main road and very convenient 
to visitors, will be used for the per- 
sonnel and statistical offices, where 
information can be had about any 
man in camp on very short notice. 


The new headquarters building 


has variously known since establish- 
ment of the camp here as the "Phil- 
lips place," after its last owner, as 
"general headquarters," because it 
was used by the first military offi- 
cers to arriv^ at Camp Sherman, and 
as the "Bentley place" because the 
contractor who built the big canton- 
ment here used a part of the place 
for his general officers. 


The oldest part of the residence 


was built in 1808 on land granted 
Thomas Worthington by the United 
States in 1799. 
It was used for a 


headquarters of "Camp Bull" during 
the war of 1812 and several hun- 
dred British prisoners of war are 
said to have been kept in a stock- 
ade adjoining it. 
Several deserters 


from the American army are said to 
have met their fate against the old 
walls. 


For many years the residence was 


a wayside inn. It was known for a 
long time as the "Clinton place" be- 
cause Dewitt Clinton stopped there 
when working out a canal system 
for Ohio. The landmark of his ef- 
forts is the old Ohio and Erie canal 
that connected Lake Erie and the 
Ohio river between Cleveland and 
Portsmouth, and which passes with- 
in a few hundred yards of the old 
residence and through the center of 
Camp Sherman. 


The David Adams family, promi- 


nent in Ohio, lived in the old house 
for years. 
There were several sons 


and daughters and it is told of David 
Adams that he would add a new 
room to the dwelling when a son or 
daughter married, keeping the chil- 
dren under the parental roof. 
He 


preserved the style of architecture. 
Old fire places are about the only 
remaining relice. 
Mahogany finish 


long since has been removed and 
there is nothing to indicate that the' 
dwelling once contained fine mahog- 
any furniture of the period, quaint 
chandeliers of silver and glass and 
pier mirrors. 


But the old walls stand almost as 


firm as they were a century ago and 
for the third time In a national crisis, 
will reverberate with the sound of 
cavalry boot, 
military voices and 


orders that will echo in thousands 
of Ohio homes.
